New York, November 5.—(By Associ- 
ated Press European Cable.)—In_ the 
Transylvanian Alps the <Austro-Ger- 
mans and Rumanians are still at dead- 
ly grips, with both sides claiming suc- 
cesses at various points. Berlin re- 
cords the capture by the Teutonic al- 
lies of positions in the Prahova valley, 
while Bucharest asserts that the pur- 
suit of the Teutons in the Jiul valley 
continues. 

There is still no news forthcoming 
from the Dobrudja region of Rumania, 
shedding light on the situation there. | 
North Constanza and Mangalia, ports 
on the Black sea held by the forces of 
the central powers, have again been 
shelled by Russian warships. 

In Macedonia fighting continues 
along the Cerna river, but no important 
changes in Terrain have taken place. 


TEUTONS GRAPPLE 
WITH RUMANIANS 
WITHOUT DECISION 


Bucharest, November 5.—(Via Lon- 
don.)—The Rumanian war office com- 
munication issued today say8:

And by Emperor of Austria. 
Provinces Occupied by 
Teuton Troops Proclaimed 
Kingdom of Poland—Text 
of Manifesto. 


Berlin, November 6.—(By Wireless.) 
“Polish provinces occupied by troops 
of the central powers,” says the Over- 
Seas New’s agency, “were the scene to- 
dav of a great and momentous historic 
event. Gerniany and Austria-Hungary 
by joint action proclaimed Warsaw and 
Lublin, the Kingdom of Poland, and 
re-established the right of the Polish 
nation to control its own destinies, to 
live an independent national life and 
to govern itself by chosen representa- 
tives of the nation. 

“A few days ago a Polish delegation 
had called upon the imperial chancellor, 
Dr. yon Bethmann-Hollweg. Its mem-

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GMENAREKILLED 
AND 40 WOUNDED 


In Battle Between Citizens 
and Industrial Workers of 
World—Fight Occurred at 

‘Everett, Wash. | 


Everett, Wash. November 06.—At 
least six men were killed and forty 
others were wounded today in a fight 
at the Everett City wharf between 250 
members of the Industrial Workers of 
the World, who came here from Seat- 
-tle on the steamer Verona, and a posse 
lof 150 citizens headed by Sheriff Don 
McRae. Sheriff McRae is among the 
seriously wounded. 

The exact number of casualties aboard 
the Verona is not known here. After 
the shooting, in which about one thou- 
sand shots were exchanged, the Verona 
turned around and started back to Se- 
aaxtile. 


Some Jumped Overboard. 

(Many men were seen to fall on 
the deck of the steamer, and others, 
panic-stricken, jumped overboard. Some 
were taken from the water, but others 
disappeared, and it is believed thoy 
were drowned. 

The Verona reached Everett shortly 
before 2 o’clock. The coming of the 
party of invaders had been announced 
in messages sent to Everett from Seat- 
tle headquarters. 
Workers of the World members from 
all over the state had been issued 
earlier in the week, and the citizens 
of Everett, at a meeting held Saturday 
night, planned to yneet the invaders 
and deny them privileges of landing. 

When the Verona reached the cixy 
wharf, Sheriff McRae, who was backed 
by a posse of deputy sheriffs and citi- 
zens, informed the men on the boat 
that they would not be permitted to 
land. One of'the men, evidently spokes- 
man for the party, began arguing with 
the sheriff and then made a speech. 

Apparently as a signal the man 
dropped his hand and armed. men on 
the steamer opened fire on the posse. 
The first man to fall was Sheriff Mc- 
Rae, seriously injured. One man was 
killed instantly an@ in a moment the 
crowd on shore was panic-stricken, 
Deputy sheriffs on the wharf quickly 
rallied their forces, however, and re- 
turned the fire on the invaders on the 
Verona. 

Men on the wharf and on the bdoat 
were seen to fall and the Verona im- 
mediately backed out of the dock and 
started back toward Seattle. 

Trouble of Long Standing. 

The trouble between the Industrial 
Workers of the World and the authori- 
ties atv Iiverett has been on for several 
months, and was the outgrowth of a 
strike of shingle weavers here. After 
several minor outbreaks of violence 
during the strike, Sheriff McRae or- 
ganized the citizens’ committee and ex- 
pelled all members of the Industrial 
Workers the World from Everett. 
On occasions sma'l parties of 
men have attempted to enter Everett, 
but have been turned back by the 
sheriff. Last Monday forty-five mem- 
bers of the Industrial Workers of the 
World came from Seattle by steamer, 
but were met at the wharf by the citi- 
zens’ loaded into automobiles 
and escorted to a point south of town,

ALLIES HAVE FAILED 
ACCORDING TO GERMANS 


Asserted That No Striking 
Success Has Beer Gained 
by Somme Offensive. 


Berlin, November 5.—(By Wireless.) 
A report issued from the German army 
headquarters with regard to the bat- 
tle between the Anglo-French forces 
and Germans in the Somme region of 
France is published in the German 
newspapers. It says: 

“Contrary to former wars in which 
the destiny of nations and continents 
is often decided by one battle and in 
the space of a few hours, this world 
war brings battles which go on for 
months without important results be- 
ing decided. Such is the engagement 
being fought on the River Somme. 

“The attacking powers without any 
doubt conceived and planned a battie 
of the greatest style, destined to change 
radically the general strategical sit.- 
ation on the war theaters of three con- 
tinents. What is the result? inflec- 
tion of the unshakable German front 
hardly noticeable, even on tmnaps of the 
largest scale. 

“The gain of this inflection, accord- 
ing to conservative calculation, cost 
about 600,000 men, a loss that means 
2,000 men for each square kiiometer of 
terrain transformed into a desert. The 
enemy has not even obtained the con- 
quest of Peronne and Bapaume. 

Why Allies Deny. 


“The fact that these figures offer 
Sharp contrast tu the result reached 
up to the present is the reason why the 
entente powers now deny tneir oOrigi- 
nal intentions in making the attack 
and why they affirm that they did not 
plan to break through, but only to de- 
ain German masses of troops on 
the western front. 

“This is the success of the Somme 
offensive, undertaken with all the 
world’s means and with the highest 
hopes, ‘ 

“The first -great thrust of the en- 
tente offensive in July surpassed Ger- 
man expectations as to power and en- 
durance, but it failed to the unpar- 


_into 


alleled aggression of the German troops 
and our assailants gave up their inten- 
tion to break through in that direction. 

“Already in August the enemy had 
passed somewhat the unmethodical tac- 
tics of a general pressure against the 
whole front, which, as was natural, 
brought only isolated advantages. In 
September the tactics of the enemy 
again were completely changed. By 
an undeniably increased pushing force 
he obtained an important gain in ter- 
rain, and, resuming his bold intention 
of breaking through, the enemy direct- 
ed all his efforts against tue top of 
the triangle and to gain mote ground 
north of the Somme, between that river 
and the Ancre. This meant the defin- 
itive division of the geaeral bDattle 
two separate engagements. 


Powerful Local Thrusts, 


“The southern battle in the district 
of Biaches and Vermandovilliers, after 
the failure of the idea to break through 
on a big scale resulted in a noticeable 
gain of terrain in the sector of Berny 
and Chaulnes, in consequence of pow- 
erful local thursts. These gains, how- 
ever, could not be extended, owing to 
the heavy losses sustained by the at- 
tacking troops. 

“In the northern sector the weight 
of the common thrust succeeded in ex- 
tending considerably the conquered tri- 
angle by the conquest of Gueudecourt 
and further terrain, including Combles, 
during the battle of September 25 to 
September 27, but the aim of this un- 
heard-of effort—the strategica] breach 
of the lines at the top of the triangle 
—were not obtained in spite of mur- 
derous fighting beyond all human com- 
prehension 

“The unheard-of Anglo-French ef- 
forts in the battles of Oetober also 
finally failed as the result of the Ger- 
man resisting power which certainly 
had increased enormously sinee the 
middle of September. 

“The result of the Somme battle, 
therefore, can be stated as follows: The 
enemy did not succeed in breaking 
through the German lines. Neither did 
he crush the German west front. The 
enemy did not»even obtain the modest 
aim. of detaining a sufficient number 
of German troops on the western front 
in order to impede a great German ac- 
tion in ancther war theater. |

OFFER FINE VIEWS, 
DECLARES HILLYER 


Judge George Hillyer, enthusiastic 
astronomer, wishes to call the atten- 
tion of followers of astronomy to the 
especially fine view that can be got- 
ten of the planet Jupiter in the even- 


ings and of the planet Venus in the | 
early morning now. Judge Hillyer, who | 


is an authority on astronomy, says: 
“The planet Jupiter is now at his 


very best. He presents a full face to 
the earth and is exceptionally near ow- 
ing to the favorable position of the 
two planets (Jupiter and the earth) rel- 
ative to the sun. : 

“Another feature of special interest 
is the fact that the moon is approach- 
ing Jupiter. The moon is rapidly mov- 
ing eastward and will pass the planet 
late tonight. 

“tT would suggest that all lovers of 
astronomy take advantage of the clear 
weather and bright sky which is ad- 


vantageous for viewing the moon and 


planet. 

“another incident that is somewhat 
rare is the fact that the planet Venus 
ts also at her best. She is the morn- 
ing star and is nearly or quite as 
bright as Jupiter, and it would repzy 
anyone to get up and get a view of the 
eastern sky just before dawn. Venus 1s 
then visible in the same portion 0 
the heavens that Jupiter can be seen 
earlier in the night. 


“It is not likely that the moon, Jupi- | 


ter and Venus will be as clear as they 
are now in many years and it is: a 
rare chance for astronomers to study 
them.”

For decades the perpetual dream of the 
republican party has been to “break the 
solid south.” Thus far, however, not even a 
beginning, so far as the winning of a state in 
a presidential election is concerned, has 
been made.

try was overrun with cheap, clap-trap, half- 
baked productions ard at good, stiff prices, 
and palmed it off as A-1 entertainment “just 
from Broadway.” Our theaters here in At- 
lanta, for instance—and the same holds true 
in every live, theater-going city in the na- 
tion—used never to see a “dark” night from 
the opening of the theatrical season until its 
close. Then, to one production of réal merit, 
the boards would be cluttered up with half 
a dozen press-agented impositions in the 
guise of drama at the same box-office rate 
as that charged for the things the indulgent 
public really cared for. 

The result was that when the opportu- 
nity came whereby the public could, for a 
dime, enjoy the best of the world’s talent in 


the form of the silent drama it welcomed it 


with open arms and open purse, to the end 
that the “movies” became the rage and the 
one-night road show flim-flammers went to 
the wall. 

This did not mean that the theater-going 
public had lost appreciation of the legiti- 
mate spoken drama—that it had ceased to 
care for real talent or histrionic art—it sim- 
ply meant that the public would not stand 
any longer for second-class shows at first- 
class prices. Give the public a good pro 
duction and it will respond every time. 

This was shown in Atlaata within tne 
last two weeks, when Maude Adams played 
four performances to capacity audiences, 
and “Daddy Long Legs” was enjoyed at four 
performances by audiences that left scarcely 
standing room in the theater. Every person, 
too, who paid his $2 to see either of these 
performances did it willingly and gladly, and 
will just as freely patronize the next really 
good production that comes his way. He 
can do it now, too, with a reasonable de- 
gree of assurance that he is not going to be 
given nothing—if not worse—for something; 
but before the advent of the “movies” he 
couldn't. 

So the motion picture, still thriving and 
still serving a wonderfully good purpose, has 
performed a great public service in that it 
has forced a readjustment of things dramat- 
ic. That-readjustment is about complete, 
and while the second-rate, catch-penny pro- 
ducer has been hard hit—just as he de 
served to be—the talent of the country and 
the stage genius and the honest, legitimate 
theatrical business has suffered no loss, but 
really has been benefited. 


KEEP THE AUDITORIUM OPEN! 

Considering a reauest of citizens that a 
political rally might be staged in the city's 
Auditorium on election eve, the Auditorium 
committee of council is reported to have de- 
cided to introduce in council today a resolu- 
tion to henceforth close the doors of this 
great public edifice to all meetings “of a po- 
litical nature!”’ 

Surely council will sanction no such 
measure; surely it will promptly relegate 
the resolution, if introduced, to its very ap- 
propriate place—the legislative waste bas- 
ket. To receive just such litter is what 
waste baskefg are made for. But if council 
should so far forget its duty to the public 
as to pass the resolution, then the mayor’s 
duty under the veto prerogative is plain. 

What is the Auditorium for, anyway? 

Also, whose is it? Who built it, if not 
the same people who want to use it from 
time to time as a meeting place, as a public 
forum? 

Further, what harm would accrue through 
a political meeting being held there? Re- 
cently a big boxing bout was held in the 
great hall, with the committee’s sanction aad 
approval, and no harm was done, no com- 
plaints were made, and none deserved. But 
surely if the Auditorium was none too holy 
to be used as a pugilistic arena, its walls 
can not be contaminated by a gathering of 
men and women interested in the political 
issues of the day. Why this sudden out- 
burst of squeamishness? 

It will not do. The Auditorium is public 
property and the public has a right to use 
and enjoy it.

SAYS STATE BOARD 


Receptions and parties of many kinds and 
descriptions are going full tilt now—as you 
The phone girls are 
working overtime connecting prospective 
hostesses with prospective guests. Fall 
dresses have been bought, you know, and 


must be shown off; therefore, “milady” hies 
herself off every so often to some club to 


do, or to some dance, or some other high- 
brow function. 

Punch will be served, of course. Oh, 
mercy, yes! What would a “hen party” be 
without its bowl of punch? It would be 
about as easy to imagine a gentlemen's 
smoker without beer and some kind of evil- 
smelling cheese as to imagine a ladies’ party 
without punch. 3 

As to the composition of this beverage we 
refuse to have anything to say—suffice it 
to remark, “it is fearfully and wonderfully 


made,” and contains about as many ingre- 
dients as does the far-famed boarding house 
hash—it is really a sort of horticultural stew. 
Its omnipresence, lrowever, clearly attests 
its deliciousness, and far be it from us to 
condemn it per se. 

The way it is served, however, calls for 
some remarks. We are not alluding to the 
fact that it is brought forth in a beautiful 
bowl and placed on a table all festooned 
with flowers and graceful vines. That part 
of it is all right, but read on. We are not 
talking about the sweet young things back 
of the table either—they are all right, too, 
but—keep on reading. What we are talking 
about is this—the sloppy way the punch is 
dished out. The hostess may have provided 
a dozen or so cutglass or hand-painted cups, 
but there are never enough to go around, and, 
as a consequence, the cups » oh used over 
and over by first one guest, then another, 
People with Rigg’s disease use them, people 
with decayed teeth likewise, to say nothing 
of those who have sore throat and tubercu- 
losis, or those whose mouths may be harbor- 
ing the germs of pneumonia, diphtheria, in- 
fluenza and the like. 

Sometimes, of course, the hostess has a 
pan of water placed somewhere in the neigh- 
borhood of the punch bowl and the afore- 
said sweet young things that are serving 
are supposed to dip the cups after each time 
they are used into this water. If no better 
provision for washing can be made than this 
it is just as well or better to have none at 
all. What is the advantage gained in dipping 
a cup in water contaminated by the washings 
from other cups? It is evident that those 
cups treated along towaids the last in this 
way are polluted by the refuse from all the 
former ones. The cups not washed in this 
fashion are really only contaminated by 
each individual who actually used them. 

The amount of disease spread in this way 
may not be very great, but such a practice 
cannot fail to cause a certain amount. Why 
wouldn't it be a nice thing for our hostesses 
to cut out this source of infection by provid- 
ing individual paper cups for their guests? 
They can be ordered from any good drug 


store and only cost a fraction of a cent a 
piece.

J. E., Dickey, pastor of the church, preached 
from St. Paul’s letter to Timothy wherein 
he said: “I have fought a good fight.”

Both of 
these qualifications were amply met in the 
confederate soldier. Leaving aside all other

“Industrialism and the .Church” was the 
subject of a sermon preached last night at 
the Central Congregational church by the 
pastor, the Rev. William A. Lee. It was the 
last of a series of addresses on “The Church 
Today.” 

“The fathers looked upon the world as 
galloping to ruin,” said Dr. Lee. “Its golden 
age lay in an unrecoverable past. The fu- 
ture promised nothing to them but continued 
misery and growing evil until destruction 
should end it all. Im a world like that, re- 
ligion could do nothing else but rescues work. 
But the world of the fathers is not our 
world. Our world is an evolving world, not 
a collapsing one. And the race as we under- 
stand it is not one that is plodding from per- 
fection to ruin. The final goal is as yet but 
dimly seen, but it promises to» be a complete 
transformation of all human _ relationships 
into something vastly nobler than we now 
know.” 

Dr. Lee then proceeded to state that" there 
are three things which it is the duty of the 
modern church to make clear to modern in- 
dustrialism, and to all parties in it. One of 
these was the fact that every human insti- 
tution and endeavor must rest upon a suf- 
ficient moral foundation. 

“A second thing we need more fully to 
understand,” Dr. Lee continued, “and more 
cordially to accept is the fact that co-opera- 
tion is a better platform than industrial war 
for creative effort of amy kind. As things 
now are capital and labor face each other, 
each proceeding upon the theory that their 
interests conflict. The assumption is false. 
Their interests, while not identical, are mu- 
tual. Each serves itself best in capitalizing 
the good-will of the other. The employer 
who has solved the labor problem for his 
enterprise has acted upon this principle.” 

The third item which Dr. Lee mentioned 
as entering into the message of the church 
to industry was that men, and not goods, or 
mere public service, are the real products of 
all work. 


Saunders, Captain of Industry, 
Gives Many Splendid Reasons 
Supporting President Wilson 


Ww. L. Saunders, chairman of the board 
of directors of the Ingersoll- Rand company, 
in a statement issued today summed up his 
reasons for supporting President Wilson. 
This, in view of the fact that the Ingersoll- 
Rand company as a matter of settled policy, 
frowns upon any political propaganda in 
connection with its business, indicates that, 
like Ford, Edison and* many other leading 
business men, Mr. Saunders considers the 
support of the president at this time a mat- 
ter above the level of politics, a question of 
patriotism, an upholding of the country’s 
best interests and the expression of a desire 


for further progress such as has marked the ! 


present administration. 

Mr. Saunders is a director of many cor- 
porations, among them the International 
Harvester company and the $50,000,000 Amer- 
ican International corporation organized un- 
der the auspices of the National City bank 
to further the world trade of the United 
States. His statement follows: 

“There are many reasons why I support 
the president. The difficulties which have 
beset him have been met with rare patience 
and skill. He has always kept before him 
the fact that his conduct must be governed 
by human interests, by the will of America 
and not through his own passions or desires. 
Tne flexibility which the president has shown 
in all great questions, shaping his course ac- 
cording to conditions as they arose at the 
time, is an evidence of the fact that he is 
not a ruler of the European type, but a 
servant of the people of the United States. 
His diplomatic victory in the submarine 
movement seems to me to be the greatest 
victory of this great war. | 

Eeonomic Side of Administration. 

“As a business man the economic side of 
the administration appeals very strongly to 
me. We are prosperous and there are many 
reasons for it, but a very important reason, 
one which makes for permanent prosperity 
in business, is the fact that President Wilson, 
through sheer personal leadership, has placed 
the finances of this country on a basis which 
insures freedom from panics and more 
equable conditions in finance. If this were 
not true his enemies would have attacked 
the federal reserve act. 

“Hinance is the tap root of the tree of 
prospefity, but there are other roots which 
give life and strength, and the one next in 
importance is the federal trade commission 
act. I sometimes think that this has had 
more to do with good business than any other 
one thing. This commission has had an effect 
like oil upon the troubled waters of busi- 
ness. Under Roosevelt and Taft business was 
attacked regardless of size or ethical stand- 
ards. It was attacked because it was thought 
to be a popular thing to do and tp add to par- 
ty advantage, by attacking particulariy the 
larwer concerns. No one knew where we 
stood and the result was inevitable depres- 
sion, uncertainty and hesitancy to take for- 
ward steps. 

Benefit of Trade Commission. 

“The federal trade commission has 
stopped all this by wisely encouraging the 
apirit of co-operation among manufacturers. 
They announced at the beginning that they 
were there to help, not hurt, business, and 
it is a matter of record that buS8iness began 
to improve from the very day that the policy 
of this commission was understood. 

“Critics of the administration, without 
dealing with the facts, seek to alarm the 
public by saying that our present prosperity 
is not permanent. As Irvin Cobb said, every 
prosperity Is permanent as long as its lasts. 
There is no such thing as prosperity lasting 
indefinitely. The trouble has been in the 
past that periods of prosperity were short- 
lived. They had frequent high and 
steps. 
but it went down with even more sudden- 
ness. Such a condition was evidently due 
to instability of foundation; conditions were 
not on an equable basis. It was a feast or 
a famine. 

“Business was in the condition of a 
patient stimulated by a hypodermic injec- 
tion. It is surely better for all concerned 
that the medicine should not create a spasm 
of forward movement, but that it should 
bring the patient to life and health by nat- 
ural and moderate means, by building up his 
constitution. This is what the president has 
endeavored to do, and the result is that the 
wheels of commerce are going round at an 
unprecedented rate. 

“Let us not take a step im the dark by 
changing these conditions. If the end of the 
war is to have any bad effect upon business 
let us trust the men who have steered the 
ship into smooth waters, who have had the 
experience, who are on watch and who will 
surely see that the interests of America are 
taken care of should any storm beset us.” 


In a Nat Shell. 


(From The Southern Cross—(Buenos Aires.)

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Attention has recently been called to the 
opportunities open to the style creator lying 
within the arts of certain quaint and little- 


known peoples.. Especially is this applicable 


to the natives of parts of Java who dress 
in home-made costumes of gaily printed cot- 
ton. Their method of dyeing or printing, 
and their designs and color schemes are 
both unique, and may well be imitated and 
applied to better goods for general trade 
rather than the small distribution they re- 
ceive at present. 

The National Museum at Washington has 
just received a consignment of these native 
garments obtained directly from The Nether- 
lands East Indies commission atthe close 
of the Panama-Pacific International exposi- 
tion at San Francisco. Being under the 
government of The Netherlands, the arts of 
the Javanese were well shown at the exposi- 
tion, and the museum was fortunate in being 
able to select from the many specimens on 
view at San Francisco just the pieces and 
the designs most desirable and of greatest 
interest to Americans. 

The exhibit just installed in the division 
of textiles in the older National Museum 
building includes several different types of 
Javanese dress decorated by what is known 
as batik-work. Besides the finished pleces 
there is also shown a series of fourteen ex- 
amples of this work in course of progress, 
depicting graphically the complicated and te- 
dious methods now employed by these na- 
tives. 

Process Is Crude. 


The Javanese batik process is very crude 
and yet is possibly the origin of the ad- 
vanced method of resist printing followed to- 
day in various civilized countries. It is close- 
ly allied to the stencil method both in prin- 
ciple and effect. The hand-made Javanese 
batiks are produced from common cotton 
sheeting, the only cloth procurable in their 
country. The sheeting is torn into more or 
less standard sizes to make the several styles 
of articles manufactured. Nearly all of them 
are rectangular in shape, varying in size 
from five yards long and two yards wide 
to a few inches. After being washed, to ex- 
tract all the starch, and then oiled, washed, 
and starched again, the individual piece to 
be colored is pegged securely to a flat board, 
which is ususally held on the worker’s knees. 

The design is drawn or traced upon the 
tightly stretched cloth in melted wax by 
means of a sharp-pointed, funnel-shaped 
container, called a “tjanting” in Java. The 
body ground is next blocked in solid with 
wax wherever white or a color other than 
that.to be used in the first dye bath is de- 
sired. The whole cloth may now be either 
put into the dye pot, or the unwaxed por- 
tions may be painted in hot dye with a 
brush. After standing in the dye several 
days, the wax is steamed out in hot water, 
and the cloth is found to be colored only in 
the outline of the design, with the broad 
masses still remaining in the creamy-white 
ground tint of the cotton fabric. | 

Very often, however, the blank places of 
the design are matted with a sort of mar- 
bled effect due to the fact that the wax 
cracks and allows the color in the dye put 
to penetrate to the cloth itself, leaving light 
irregular vein-line tracings, which, however, 
are not serious blemishes, since they are 
sometimes covered by the next application 
of dye, and at best lend a certain character- 
istic touch to the whole effect. 

The entire process ig then repeated; the 
worker next covering the printed parts. with 
wax, leaving exposed only those Spots and 
lines where the next color is desired. Which 
system is repeated until the fabric is con)- 
pletely covered and dyed to the liking of 
the maker, ususally comprising three opera- 
tions; each of which consumes eight or nine 
days, however. 

Four Main Colors Are Used. 

‘our main colors are used in this work— 
indigo, red, a@ tannin brown, and a rather 
strong yellow. They are sometimes allowed 
to overlap, which results in the additional 
color effects of black, green and orange 
All the dyes are of home-manufacture, wii 
from native ingredients. The manufactuye 
of the dyes takes considerable time also, and 
when it is considered that from one to three 
weeks is required to complete the applica- 
tion of each color of the three to be employed 
and that each. step of the process has to "eet 
repeated on the other side, it is seen what a 
long, tedious and expensive process this na- 
tive method is. 

It is reported that a more advanced meth- 
od has been tried successfully in Holland 
where a similar system of coloring has been 
applied to plushes, silks and velvets. Strange- 
ly enough, the natives of Java seem unable 
to improve their methods even with } 
pean advice and assistance; and are 
to work more accurately or rapidly, 
not be made to give any attention 
metry or care. 

Among the articles of native manufacture 
are the pajamas and the headcloth or veden .

But as far as 
getting help from the outside she is having 
the experience of the two other smaller states 
whose return to the better day doesn’t geem 
much nearer than ‘t was some time ago. And 
as the reports accumulate they tend to the 
impression that her allies are busy enough 
elsewhere and thut she wilil have to shift for 
herself. 

There is more or less mystery as to what 
has become of the finely -equipped army of 
considerable strength Kumania was supposed 
to throw into the field. Either her soldiers 
were much overtaied or the enemy was bet- 
ter prepared for just such an eventuality 
than was the genral 'mpression. That there 
has been determination on the part of the 
central powers to make an exatuypie of Ru- 
mania has been apparent from the start.

Birmingham, Ala., November 
Thirty miners perished in the Bessie 
mine disaster Saturday. Rescuers, hav- 
ing recovered sixteen bodies, were 
checked by the prevalence of black 
damp in the four most remote entries, 
and fourteen miners, killed by the dead- 
ly gas, are still entombed in the mine. 

The revised list of the victoms of 
the disaster shows that eight white 
men and twenty-two negro miners lost 
their lives. The force of the explosion 
killed George Washington and Dura 
Davis, two negroes, who were in the 
slope.. They were beheaded by the 
terrific blast. Black damp, following 
in the waks of the explosion, claimed 
the others.

White—Martin Jones, 
Clint Hubbard, COxis 
Woods, Raymond Raney, 
and Dave Bray. 

Negroes—Toilet Fearson, Dave Wil-

Intercollegiate Football 


When Rutgers college, of New Bruns- 
wick, N. J., celebrated the one hundred 
and fiftieth anriiversary of its founding 


last month, the place of honor in the 
alumni procession was given to the 
survivors of the immortal Rutgers foot- 
ball team of 1869—the men who helped 
to defeat Princeton in the first inter- 
collegiate gridiron match ever played 
in either America or England. ~- 

This game was pulled off at New 
Brunswick just forty-seven years ago 
today, November 6, 1869, and an in- 
teresting account of the clash of the 
rival “twenty-fives” has been resur- 
rected from the columns of The New 
Brunswick Daily Fredonian. The re- 
pomer who covered the first college 
football match wrote as follows: 

““Hurrah for the boys of good old 
Rutgers!’ who are waking up, as was 
fully ag omg a a last Saturday after- 
noon in the lively but rouvg rame of 
football. of by = 

“Our neighbor, Princeton,. sent her 
chosen twenty-four stalwart men and 
one Goliath to combat our twenty-five 
striplings. There is not recorded in 
the history of the Olympic games a 
more interesting and decisive match, 
played in so shert a time, by such a 
number of contestants as this game 
was. Rutgers led off by winning the 
first inning amid the vociferous cheer- 
ing of the by-standers. Princeton 
seemed to play a little wild at the be- 
ginning, but the second inning they 
recovered themselves, and came out the 
victors, So it continued, off and on, 
One gaining, then the other, until the 
ninth and tenth innings, when, not- 
withstanding the desperate efforts of 
the Princeton Sianitts, Rutgers quickly 
and boldly followed in successive vic- 
tory, giving them six runs to four of 
Princeton—thereby coming off con- 
querors, which was hailed with ex- 
ultant shouts of applause by the ad- 
mirers of Rutgers. The ‘victorious 
twenty-five then gave three rousing 
cheers and a ‘tiger,’ which was fol- 
lowed by the Princeton twenty-five 
cheering, and a something sounding 
very much like ‘Ou!’ ‘Bum! ‘Aaugh”

No throwing or run- 
ning with ehe ball; if either it is a foul 
and the ball then must be thrown per- 
pendicularly in the air by the side 
causing the foul. 5. No holding the 
ball or free kicks allowed. 6. A ball 
passing beyond the boundary by the 
side of the goal shall be kicked on 
from the boundary by the side who has 
that goal. 7. A ball passing beyond 
the limit on the side of the Reld shall 
be kicked horizontally to the boundary 
by the side which kicked it out. 8. No 
tripping or holding of players. 9%. The 
winner of the first toss has the choice 
of position; the winner of the second 
toss has the first kick-off. 10. There 
shall be four judges and two referees.

Toward the end, some short 
covering appeared and — give the 
market a steady tone. he net re- 
sults of the week’s business were a 
rise of 10 to 14 points, the smallest 
price change in weeks. 

Liquidation on the long side was 
chiefly due to fear of an overbought 

et and to rumors that leading in- 
térests had sold out their long con- 
tracts. Liquidation was also stimu- 
lated late in the week by the near- 
ness of the presidential election and 
by the pending report on ginning. 
Shorte covered principally because of 
predictions of a rise on the ginning 
returns. 

This week the heen session will 
probably be tame because Tuesday is 
a holiday and because of uncertainty 
over the results of the election. 
Opinion seems to be that the ginning 
report of Wednesday will be ullish, 
expectations ranging from about 8,500,- 
600 to 9,000,000 bales a's the total turn- 
ed out to October 31. Should the small- 
er figure be realized it is likely a buy- 
ing wave of consequence will develop 
because it would be accepted as con- 
firmation of small crop estimates such 
as are now entertained only by ex- 
tremists on the bull side.

STEL MILLS STIL 
DONG BIG BUSINESS 


Reservations for Shell Steel to 
Extent of 100,000 Tons 
Taken Up in Two Days. 


—_ 


New York, November 5.--—-Mill reser- 
vations for sheil_ steel, to the ex- 
‘ent of about 100,000 tons, have been 
taken up in the last two days by agents 
of the allied governments for _ ship- 
nent over the second half of 1917, in- 
cluding about 25,000 tons of special 
analysis ‘steel, for shipment to France 
in the first quarter of next year. It 
is expected that similar contracts for 
shipment in the third and fourth quar- 
ters of 1917 will aggregate between 
390,000 and 1,000,000 tons. : 

ltailroad equipment manufacturers 
are making heavy drafts on the steel 
mills for bars, plates and shapes fol- 
lowing and preceding the large orders 
placed for cars and locomotives. Since 
November 1 contracts for 100 locomo- 
tives and for 8,000 cars have been 
placed. Construction of this equipment 
calls for 140,000 tons of steel. The 
American Locomotive company alone in 
the last week has booked orders fcr 
167 engines. Other locomotive orders 
have been refused. An amount in ex- 
cess of 250,000 tons of steel will be 
needed for equipment orders that are 
now pending. i 

Pig iron continues active, strong 
and buoyant; prices in the south are 
up $3 to $4 a ton on export sales and

Goods of All Kinds in De- 
mand for Immediate Use 
and For Next Spring, Says 
Bradstreet. 


Bredstreet’s report says: 

Active business, with little or no po- 
litical excitement, superabundant 
activity and not enough materials to 
go around, animated industries with 
too few producers to get out the need- 
‘ed supplies, farmers getting high 
prices and paying up old debts, record 
railway earnings, acute car shortages, 
unparalleled railway tonnage, extraor- 
dinarily good collections, easy money, 
high cost of living and noteworthy 
| speceiation are the striking charac- 
teristics of this week’s reports. The 
‘presidential campaign has been a 
negligible factor in relation to busi- 
ness, the volume of which is of unex- 
ampled proportions. Goods are in de- 
mand for immediate use and for de- 
livery next mgt 9 and beyond. Over- 
production is still out of the question, 
as the country’s plants are under- 
manned, and at the same time con- 
sumption is of enormous volume. 

The tendency to withdraw quota- 
tions on articles intended for forward 
delivery is spreading, and probably 
will proceed apace as the necessity for 
checking upbidding as well as restrict- 
ing demand is recognized. But while 
there is a good deal of talk about 
high prices—some articles being at 
civil war levele—reducing consump- 
tion, the efforts of buyers to get down 
orders denotes fear that the shortage 
of goods will be of long duration. As 
it is, everything from trunks and trav- 
eling bags to jewelry, wearing ap- 
parel, dry goods, steel, pig iron, cop- 
per, coal, foods and stocks and bonds 
is in demand. Talk of a hard coal 
famine is rife, though in this respect 
it is to be borne in mind that mine 
foperators have not raised schedule 
prices; steam coal commands the high- 
est price ever known and pig iron is 
making up for the time it lagged be- 
hind eek and significantly enough, 
demand is not for immediate account, 
but for far forward delivery. Invest- 
ors readily subscribe to good bond of- 
ferings, and searcity of high-grade se- 
curities is marked. ‘“Jndian summer” 
weather has not actually reduced the 
volume of retail trade, but it has pre- 
vented buying from spreading to 
greater lengths than ever before. 
Winter wheat is in fine shape ona 
large area, the cotton crop is well 
picked out, and with the_ present 
weather continuing for a.while longer, 
fields everywhere will be cleared as 
seldom in the past. There is talk of 
the Pacific coast importing Australian 
wheat. 

Paucity of cars materially impedes 
movements of wheat, causes elevator 
interests to refuse any more, and the 
outlook for betterment in the car sup- 
ply is not encouraging. Roads with 
the vehicles of other roads prefer to 
hold the cars and to pay the per diem 
charge rather than make returns to 
originating lines. Reactions in grain 
and cotton seem to enjoy short life, 
because ‘heavy buying intervenes. 


Motor Trucks in the War. 


(From American Review of Reviews.) 

A military expert with a genius for 
alliteration has said that modern mili- 
tary operations are based upon brains, 
boots .and bellies. Brains first and fore- 
most, as in all other endeavors, lie in 
the sound planning, preparedness, and 
strategy as demonstrated in the well- 
known story of the “upper right-hand 
drawer” of the elder Von Moltke of 
Franco-Prussian war fame. Brains in 
the present European war have been 
and will be needed to a greater extent 
under the different conditions of forty- 
four years since. Boots, which con- 
stitute the dynamic force of military 
strength, are measured in the numbef 
of men which the combatants put in 
the field at critical junctures, since no 
amount of brains in fighting battles 
can be won without the human equa- 
tion. The third important element 
which Napoleon tells us is, when the 
last word has been said, undoubtedly 
foremost—the commissariat must not 
fail, otherwise both brains and boots 
fail. The three are _ interdependent. 
One cannot exist without the due 
measure of importance of the other. 

Motor trucks have and will play a 
part in the successes and failures of 
the combatants in the “crime of the 
century,” such as very few outside of 
the theater of war can fully appreci- 
ate. The German army, from sthe 
writer’s most trustworthy source of in- 
formation, has put into the field ap- 
proximately 80,000, the French army 
approximately 100,000, the Belgian 
army 6,000 and the English army 50,- 
000 to 60,000 motor vehicles of all kinds. 
These motor vehicles (24,000 American 
trucks were in the service of the allies 
up to June 1, 1916) are being used for 
every possible purpose conceivable 
wherever a wheeled vehicle of some 
kind is needed in military operations. 
Without these vast fleets of motorized 
equipment, the history of the European 
war up to this time would be markedly 
different.

 POTTONSTEADIE) Trade of Week Very Active 
Despite Impending Election 


Momentum of the Business 

Movement Not Hindered 
by Steady Rise in Prices, 
Says Dun. 


Dun’s report says: 
Neither the pending elections nor the 


persistent rise of prices have percep-' 


tibly reduced the momentum of the 
business movement. Activity contin- 
ues unabated at a time when more or 


less hesitancy is usuaily witnessed, and 
it remains a wonder that with costs 
mounting steadily, and in many cases 
rapidly, demands are sustained in such 
great volume. New buying for current 
and forward requirements still out- 
strips the facilities for both production 
and distribution, labor conditions and 
the growing scarcity materials act- 
ing as a brake on manufacturing In 
many directions. Car shortages are 
also a hindrance and the consequent 
restriction of fuel supplies causes some 
concern among industrial interests. 
With shipments generally backward 
and the trend of prices continuing 
strongly upward, producers display 
greater reluctance in extending com- 
mitments farther into the future and 
an increasing number of profitable con- 
tracts are being rejected. Yet, even 
with much business of necessity held 
in abeyance, bank clearings make a 
phenomenal exhibit and are 39.0 per 
cent larger this week at leading, centers 
outside New York than a year ago, 
though part of the gain is obviously 
due to the high prices. 

As many expected, a further striking 
rise has occurred in iron, fuel, hides, 
leather and in other important lines, 
and of the 331 wholesale commodity 
quotations regularly compiled by Dun’s 
Review 86 show advances this week 
and 14 declines. The extreme living 
costs not unnaturally cause some re- 
striction of buying and, by many, lux 
uries are purchased sparingly, yet, on 
the whole, consumption is maintained 
in remarkable volume and in the ag. 
gregate retail trade is of record dimen- 
sions, though the weather has not been 
favorable to the best results in some 
sections. 

It is significant of the times that 
the failure record continues highly en- 
couraging. Prosperity in trade and in- 
dustry makes for greater promptness in 
the settlement of financial obligations 
and business reverses are relatively 
moderate, in spite of the increase in 
new enterprises. During October there 
were 86 more strictly commercial de- 
faults than in the shorter month of 
September, 1,240 against 1,154, but few- 
er insolvencies occurred than in any 
Netober since 1912, and it is necessary 
to go back month by month to May, 
1910, to find an indebtedness smaltey 
than the $10,800,000 just reported. Com- 
pared with last year, the numerical re- 
duction {s 359 and the contraction in 
amount about $15,000,000, or nearly 60 
per cent in the latter case. An inter- 
esting feature of the present returns !s 
the small number of large suspensions, 
there being only 13 for $100,000 or 
more, involving less than $2,300,000 al- 
together. This is the best exhibit for 
October in over a decade. 


Patent Defects:in Direct Legis- 


lation System. 


A patent defect in the direct legisla- 
tion system, states Charles H. Carey, 
in the October Case and Comment, lies 
in the circumstance that many, if not 
most, voters do not qualify themselves 
for intelligent action at the polls. It 
is a practical impossibility for all vot- 
ers to know the contents of the meas- 
ures, or to form a solid opinion as to 
the import of words, phrases, sentences 
or paragraphs. The best that can be 
expected is an expression by the elec- 
torate as to the general desirability 
of legislation to accomplish @ particu- 
lar object, or upon 2 particular subject. 
The votes of all but the very few must 
be based upon the title of the measure, 
rather than upon the measure itself. 
The attempt to minimize this, in some 
states, by requiring the printing and 
distribution, at public expense, of the 
full text of the measure in advance of 
the election, is helpful, but does not 
reach the root of the difficulty. The 
fact still remains that the ignorant 
and unqualified voter counts in the 
returns for exactly the value of the ex- 


pert and the specialist.

The problem of interior and exterior 
transportation in one of the largest and 
busiest ammunikion plants in this 
country—a plant, by the way, which 
was constructed in eleven months—has 
been solved by the adoption of auto- 
mobiles, motorcycles, motor. trucks, 
hand trucks, roller skates and bicycles. 
The plant is worked at high pressure 
for 24 hours a day, and consists of thir- 
teen main units and twelve service 
buildings, each with a main corridor 
one-half mile long.

Investment issues were steady to 
firm, but the relative heaviness of in- 
ternational bonds created some irreg- 
ularity in other parts of that list. The 
week’s recessions in existing war bonds 
probably resulted from selling by hold- 


ers who desired to participate in the.

Milwaukee, Wis., November 5.—Allan 
L. Benson, socialist candidate, address- 
ing a mass meeting in the auditorium 
here tonight, criticised both President 
Wilson and Charles E. Hughes for their 
expressions of fealty to labor, declar- 
ing that their utterances were insincere 
and meant nothing. 

Mr. Benson assailed the passage of

esh. 

“The prosperity President’ Wilson 
speaks of has so far meant nothing 
more than a bare living for the work- 
ing man,” said Mr. Benson. 

“Profits from industries that feed the 
war have remained with the capitalists. 
Certain interests are sending abroad 
wheat that is needed here with the re- 
sultant high cost of flour and other 
foods. If I were president I would 
blockade every American port with the 
United States navy, thus insuring peo- 
ple against starvation which seems not

far distant in view of the administra- 
tion’s failure to place an embargo.” 

Mr. Benson predicted a heavy so- 
cilalist vote. He left for Pittsburg, 
where he closes his campaign tomor- 
row night.

91 PERSONS PERISHED 
WHEN SHIPS COLLIDED 


Belfast, November 6.—The death 
ag a result of the disaster to the stean.- 
ers Connemara and Retriever Thursda, 
night is now set at 91. Eighty-two 
persons lost their lives on the Conne- 
mara and nine on the Retriever. Sixty- 
nine bodies have been recovered. Tlie 
collision occurred at 8:30 inthe evening, 
a mile off the coast. The sole survivor 
of the Retriever, James Boyle, was in 
the water half an hour clinging to an 
overturned boat which was washed 
ashore, 

The disaster was due directly to xu 
storm. The incoming Retriever and the 


outgoing Connemara were ateering the 
proper courses to pass each other in 
the narrow channel of Greenore harbor. 
The vessels were nearly abeam when 
a huge wave struck the Retriever, laden 
with coal, altering her course. Before 
she could recover her bow was driven 
amidships into the Connemara, which 
immediately began to settle, turning 
over five minutes later. The Retrieve: 
was 80 badly damaged she gank in a 
quarter of an hour. 

The collision was seen from the shore, 
but the sea was too rough to permit 
of assistance being sent to the ill-fated 
craft. Scores of rockets were sent up 
from the shore in the hope of drawing 
any ships in the neighborhood to the 
rescue, but apparently none was near. 
as there was no response to the sig- 
nals. The boilers of both steamers ex- 
ploded after the collision, killing a 
great number of the persons on board, 
as was made evident by the mutilated 
bodies washed ashore. The people on 
board did not even have time to secure 
life belts, as none of the dead was found 
to be provided with them. 


THOUSANDS OF POLES

New York, November 5.—Poles and 
Lithuanians “y the tens of thousands 
are ‘standing in line every day asking” 
for bread or soup to keep tiem alive,
